Stoelton and Lambert are acquitted

Former Van Buren 
Township Supervisor Edward 
C, Stoelton and Romulus 
businessman Joseph J. 
Lambert, accused of 
conspiracy to solicit a $12,000 
bribe, were found not guilty by 
a Wayne County Circuit Court 
Jury. 


A jury of 10 women and two 
men returned the verdict of 
innocent late Friday morning 
before Circuit Court Judge 
Thomas J. Foley after 
approximately seven hours of 
deliberations, including a 
luncheon recess. 

Stoelton, 56, of 43308 Alva 
Dr., pelleville, and Lambert, 


60, of 1550 Groton, Bloomfield 
Hills, were charged with 
conspiracy to solicit a $12,000 
bribe from John SeefelL co¬ 
owner of the State Land Co. of 
40192 Willow Run Expressway 
in return for the issuance of a 
sand excavation permit by the 
Van Buren Township Board. 

Stoelton was alleged to have 
solicited $10,000 from Seefelt 


in return for a renewal of the 
firm’s sand removal permit 
and Lambert was charged 
with requesting a $2,000 
campaign contribution from 
Mrs. Florence Poniatowski of 
Van Buren Township, owner 
of the land on which Seefelt 
operated his sand excavating 
operations. 

The trial opened on 


Wednesday, Nov. 10, and the 
jury received the court’s 
charge last Thursday morning 
(Nov. 18). 

Immediately after the 
jury’s verdict, Stoelton stated 
that he hopes his name has 
been vindicated. He had 
consistently denied the 
bribery charges, as did 
Lambert. 


The jury returned to the 
court once before reaching its 
not guilty verdict. It asked the 
court to read back the 
testimony of David Sherman, 
the other owner of the State 
Sand Co. 

The court told the jury that

The threat of possible 
payment by nine Wayne 
County townships for road 
patrol services provided by 
the Wayne County Sheriffs 
Department brought sharp 
responses from the 
supervisors of Huron and Van 
Buren Townships. 

The road patrol services are 
now furnished free to the 
townships. 

A resolution recommended 
by a special budget 
subcommittee of the Wayne 
County Board of 
Commissioners calling for 
payment by the townships 
presently receiving local road 
patrol service from the 


sheriff’s department will be 
up for decision of the board of 
commissioners a 2 p.m. Dec. 
2 . 

G. Elton Gollwitzer, 
supervisor of Van Buren 
Township, said: 

“We have received no 
communication or official 
word from the board of 
commissioners on this. I know 
nothing about it except what I 
read in the newspapers. 

“If they do charge for road 
patrol service to our township, 
we haven’t authorized them to 
do so. Since there is no 
authority for paying for such 
services, we won’t feel 
obligated to pay. 

“Naturally we don’t pay for 


anything we don’t contract 
for. That’s my personal 
opinion. I believe the township 
board feels the same way.’’ 

George W. M^oore, 
supervisor of Huron Township 
said: 

“I wouldn’t pay the bill. I’d 
mail it back to them. It is 
ridiculous. They should know 
that Huron Towmship and all 
the townships now being 
served by the road patrol can’t 
afford to pay the $189,215 a 
year for each patrol car 
assigned to them. 

“Why, our general fund 
budget totals $233,000 for the 
current fiscal year. They 
announced recenUy that they 


were going to continue the 
road service to the townships 
Now they have apparently 
changed their minds. 

Moore added that the 
Western Wayne (bounty 
Supervisors Association 
decided recently to file a suit 
against the county sheriff’s 
department, but tabled it 
when it appeared that the road 
patrol service would be 
continued. At a meeting held 
last week in Plymouth “we 
decided to go ahead with the 
court suit.’’ 

Moore added that “the 
commissioners want to charge 
us for police patrol equipment 
that we have already paid for 
bv our county tax levy.’’ 


The association contends 
that since the townships 
involved already pay county 
taxes, they are entitled to the 
road patrol services without 
paying additional taxes. 

The dispute centers around 
economics. 

The county commissioners 
feel that the road patrol 
operation is an expensive one 
that does not serve all the 
county but only sparsely 
populated areas. The 
commissioners argue that the 
townships should pay for the 
service. 

Maurice Breen, chairman of 
the association, disagrees,

Center, thus accounting for some of the 
frenzied cleaning and painting. 

Speaking further on the subject of funds. 
Lamb said, “We have had assistance from 
the Romulus Board of Education and help 
from the City Council and the Kiwanis Club, 
but we aren’t touching that. Aside from a 
donation of a gallon of paint from Windiate’s 
Hardware out on Middlebelt Road, we haven’t 
had much help. Committee members have 
been paying for materials out of their own 
pockets,’’ Lamb stated. 

“There’s no paid staff either,” Lamb 
continued. “No one has asked for anything for 
themselves. We know that there are many 
community services that are available if only 
people knew where to turn. That will be one of 
our functions. Referrals will be made to the 
agency or individual that can best be of 
assistance.” 

“Maybe, sometimes, we will provide only 
neutral ground for people who have no 
territory for communication,” he said. 

“We expect this center to be an important 
asset to all members of the community — 
adults, parents, youth, whoever needs help. 
We hope that the citizens will want to become 
involved in getting it started and keeping it 
going. We need volunteers, donations, 
furniture, curtains and draperies, lamps, 
money, and we need a lot of moral support,” 
Lamb explained. 

He feels that the project already has had 
some benefits. Volunteers have included 
housewives, professional people, city and 
school officials working side by side with 
long-haired young men and blue jean-clad 
girls and teenagers. They are learning, Lamb 
said, that humans are not too different from 
one another, no matter how they look or what

It is most unlikely that any 
attention at all would be paid 
to “Cry Uncle” were it not 
directed by John Avildsen. 



Allen Garfield stars as the 
absolute antithesis of the hard 
boiled private eye popularized 
by Black Mask, a homey, 
paunchy, middle-aged dick, 
albeit a comic one. He’s hired 


by a wealthy dirty old man to 
solve a murder for which the 
millionaire is afraid he’ll be 
blamed. 

The going isn’t that easy, 
since every time the detective 
comes up against a female 
suspect she stops him cold by 
dragging him into bed with 
her — but ultimately he 
muddles through. 

“Cry Uncle” is crude more 
than it is funny, but in some 
fashion akin to counter¬ 
culture, it is occasionally 
effective satire. But Avildsen 
could have managed to polish 
it a bit more without 
damaging his X rating.

the case with director Richard 
Spear’s commentary for 
“Trelawny of the ‘Wells’” by 
Sir Arthur Wing Pinero, which 
opened the repertory season of 
Wayne State’s Hilberry 
Classic Theatre last 
Wednesday. 

Spear notes that Pinero 
began his career with popular 
farces in the waning era of the 
well-made play, but 
responded to the Ibsen 
revolution with “The Second 
Mrs. Tanqueray,” which he 
described as “i*awing room 
Ibsen, tamed and diluted to 
fashionable taste. ” 
“Trelawny” is a small step 
forward, but the best Spear 
can say about it is that is is 
carftsmanlike and represents 
its period (1898) perfectly. 

“Trelawny” may well have 
suited its tum-of-the-century 
conventional audiences, but it 
is nothing more than a 
historical curiosity in the mod 
seventies. 

The heroine is one Rose 
Trewlawny, ingenue of the 
Bagnigge- Wells Theatre 
c()mpany, who falls in love 
with Arthur Gower, the rich 
grandson of a stuffy vice- 
chancellor, and is bored to 
death with their frozen and 
cob-webbed society. 

She returns to the theater, 
faring Arthur will become 
like his elders, but the youth, 
to prove that he can live like a 
“^psy” too, leaves home to 
join a theater. When th» 
deserted grandfather realizes 
he is lonely, the way is cleared 
for the mawkish happy 
ending. 

Pinero is but one step 
removed from the deadly 
ennui of the well-made play. 
By act two the play’s course is 
as evident as if a plot synopsis 
were printed. And most of the 
scenes in an actors’ boarding 
house and on stage of the 
theater are peopled with 
cardboard actors with all the 


unsophistication of an 
Augustin Daly melodrama. 

Only in a scene at Sir 
William (jower’s house does 
Pinero come alive in a 
delightful pastiche of high 
society. Spear is most 
inventive here from the 
opening tableau in which Sir 
William and his sister Miss 
Trafalgar (named after the 
battle) are catching an after 
dinner nap. The Times of 
London is over their faces and 
their well-trained son-in-law 
stumbles as he almost falls 
asleep standing up. 

One of the production’s few 
plusses is the sparkling 
performance of Dianne Hill as 
the vibrant Rose. Jeffrey 0. 
Rodman’s Sir William is at its 
best as the stuffy patriarch, 
but he falters in his countryish 
modes. Thomas B. Hill and 
Cheryl Giannini are effective 
as flamboyant actors, but 
some of the characters are too 
large, such as James 
Corrigan’s burlesque-Irish 
stage prompter. 

Russell Smith’s set attempts 
to cope with the problems 
inherent in trying to squeeze a 
play which demands a 
proscenium theater onto a 
thrust stage.

emphasize that testimony 
over that of another. He asked 
the jury “to rely the best you 
can on your memories.” 

The jury requested a 
clarification of the judge’s 
charge about the parallel 
theories of guilt and innocence 
and whether or not one 
defendant could be found 
guilty and the other not guilty. 

The court, in answering the 
last inquiry by the jury, said if 
it found one not guilty, then it 
must find both defendants not 
guilty. 

Judge Foley reminded the 
jury the charge was 
conspiracy, which requires 
two or more persons, and in 
this situation ihaL there are 
only two defendants. 

Both Stoelton and Lambert 
took the witness stand in their 
own defense A series of 
character witnesses testified 
in behalf of each defendant. 
All testified that they both had 
good reputations for integrity 
and honesty. 

Stoelton, who is presently a 
Ford Motor Co. machine 
repair supervisor, was 
defeated for re-election in the 
Democratic primaries in 
August, 1970. 

The plaintiffs had charged 
the alleged bribery attempt 
erctirred during September 
and October of 1970.

He said" 
he found holes had not been 
filled in yet and said he 
directed a township employe 
to use a township truck to 
block the sand company’s 
driveway and to leave the 
truck there until the job was 
done. 

Mrs. Florence Poniatowski 
testified that Lambert visited 
her residence on Oct. 8, 1970 
and asked her for a $2,000 
campaign contribution for 
Stoelton’s campaign. 

Stoelton’ testifying in his 
own defense, said that on 
several occasions he had told 
Seefelt, treasurer of the State 
Land Co., that his (Seefelt’s) 
operations were not meeting 
the township’s regulations for 
sand removing operations. 

Stoelton denied he had 
demanded money from Seefelt 
to assure his operating permit 
would be renewed.

On the heels of recent 
criticism of the United 
Nations, Mrs. John M. 
Mallory, president of the 
multi - million - member 
National PTA, has issued a 
statement to ^ members of 
the Congress in support of the 
UN. 

“We are aware that 
important decisions are being 
made about the UN and about 
U.S. participation in this 
international organization, “ 
Mrs. Mallory, said. “On 
behalf of its membership, the 
National PTA wishes to record 
its belief that the UN should be 
supported as the best possible 
instrument for world peace.” 

Quoting from the 1971-72 
legislative program of the 
National PTA, Mrs. Mallory 
said, “Dilligent efforts for 
international cooperation 
should be made through use of 
United Nations channels - to 


improve the economic, social, 
physical and spiritual welfare 
of all children and youth.” 

Mrs. Mallory also urged 
senators and congressmen to 
continue the program of the 
United Nations Children’s 
Fund (UNICEF). She said the 
National PTA supports in 
principle to work of 
specialized agencies of the

Three Wayne County 
commissioners today 
criticized the County Road 
Commission for failing to 
make available the 
preliminary findings of a 
Federal Aviation 
Administration (FAA) study 
of alleged job discrimination 
at Metropolitan Airport. 

The road commission 
operates the airport, but most 
of the airport work force is 
employed by private 
businesses which operate 
members, 

The three commissioners, 
members of the 
Human Relations (Committee 
of the County Board of 
Commissioners, met with 
staff of the road commission 
Nov. 11 to discuss the FAA 
findings, but were told by the 
road commission spokesmen 
that the preliminary findings 
should be obtained from the 
FAA. 

As a result, CJommissioner 
William L. Dunbar, the 
committee chairman, asked 
the FAA to withold its final 
report until the preliminary 
findings have been made 
available to the committee for 
is review and recom¬ 
mendations regarding them. 

In addition to Dunbar, those 
meeting with the road 
commission staff were 
Commissioners Paul Silver 
(D-District 11 ) and Joseph F. 
Young (D-District 4), both of 
Detroit, and Joyce F. Garrett, 
county human relations 
director. 

Dunbar made his request in 
a telegram to R.I. Dixon, chief 
of the civil rights staff of the 
Great Lakes regional FAA 
office at Des Plaines, Ill. 

The three commissioners 
asked the road commission 
representatives for a copy of 
the preliminary summary of 
findhigs after learning that 
Dixon had sent the findings to 
the road commission on Oct. 
13. 

QqyCT^leit)^i)i^on^ 
Road "'Conimission Managing 
Director James M. Davey that 


his final report and 
recommendations would be 
completed by mid-November. 

The three commissioners 
also criticized the Road 
Commission for not working 
with the staff of Mrs. Garrett’s 
office during the in-depth 
Wayne County Road 
Commission staff discussions 
held relative to the findings, 
which included visits by Road 
Commission staff members to 
the regional FAA office “to 
change the summary of 
findings.” 

“The Human Relations 
(Committee beliovos.” the three 
commissioners stated jointly, 
“that because some $41 
million in federal funds may 
be held up and placed in 
jeopardy by the FAA for said 
alleged discriminatory 
practices at Detroit 
Metropolitan Wayne Airport, 
the summary of findings 
should be made available 
immediately to the 
committee.” 

In an Oct. 19 letter to Mrs. 
Garrett, Dixon disclosed that 
he had sent the preliminary 
summary of findings to Davey 
on Oct. 13. Regarding the 
upcoming final report, he 
stated: 

“It is anticipated that that 
report will include a 
recommendation that the road 
commission share the report 
with your office and seek your 
assistance in correcting 
deficiencies and developing a 
sound program of affirmative 
action for the airport. It is 
expected also that the report 
will recognize. the 
appropriateness and potential 
effectiveness of a monitoring 
and evaluating role for your 
office. 

The preliminary findings 
are based on a survey of 
employment patterns at the 
airport, conducted during July 
and August by the FAA. Most 
employment at the airport is 
by private businesses which 
lease facilities there. Those

School guidelines offered 


A more pragmatic approach to educating the high 
school student is being recommended to local 
districts by the State Board of Education in an at¬ 
tempt to better prepare teenagers for their im¬ 
minent leap into adulthood... In a report entitled 
“The Age of Majority” the state board has issued 
guidelines for local districts to pattern their 
curricula after in order to cope with the new legal 
age of majority. 

Noting that the lowering of the age of majority 
has created a pressing n^ for secondary schools 
to reorient their curricula, the report made 
recommendations in six areas includhig, voting, 
contractual agreements, economics, occupational, 
legal proceedings and general school rules. 

In the area of civics, which covers voting, the 
board requested local districts to re-evaluate their 
programs to assure that the course offerings are 
meeting the requirements of “real world” par¬ 
ticipation. 

The board suggests, “teachers of civic courses 
should take special pains, to focus their programs 
less on the functions of government in the rather 
academic, textbook sense, and more on the real 
world functions of governments.” 

Tlie board also stressed that the districts should 
take a second, critical look at their course materials 
to see that they too meet this criteria. 

With the lowering of the majority age 18 year olds 
will be able to enter into contractual agreements 
and the state board is urging the local districts to 
acquaint their students with the mechanisms of 
credit, personal property contracts, insurance and 
real property. 

The entry of the 18 year old into the adult 
economic world necessitates a new emphasis on the 


practical aspects of economic education, according 
to the report. In this area the state board is 
recommending that improved economic courses be 
offered to students on all grade levels with a new 
emphasis on consumer education. 

To protect the newly endowed adult in the world of 
work the state board is recommending that the 
schools give more attention to programs such as 
workmen’s compensation, social security, welfare 
and minimum wage laws. 

The new status allows an 18 year old to initiate 
civil suits and the board is recommending schools 
to incorporate courses designed to give the student 
an understanding of civil and criminal law, with an 
emphsis on the role of the plaintiff as well as that of 
the defendant. 

Persons 18 years and older will now be able 
to make out their own wills for the first time, 
receive inheritances, voluntarily commit them¬ 
selves and seek medical treatment for themselves. 
According to the state board, these areas should 
also be given consideration. 


Tlie new legislation will make it permissable for 
18 years olds to consume tobacco and alcoholic 
beverages. Despite this fact the state board con¬ 
tends that local boards will be able to continue 
prohibiting consumption on school property. The 
board urges the districts to adopt strict guidelines in 
this area. The only change is that 18 year olds will 
be able to carry tobacco products on their person in 
school . 

On the matter of general school rules the state 
board denied that two sets of guidelines, one for 
those students below 18 and another for those above 
had to be adopted.

Detroit building renovated 
to house Salvation Army center 


The Salvation Army, noted 
for redeeming wast^ lives 
and restoring discarded 
household goods, has now 
turned to the task of 
reclaiming a Detroit building 
that only months ago seemed 
ripe for the wrecker’s ball. 

The Central Detroit 
Warehouse building at Fort 
and 10th streets has been 
vacant for almost a year, and 
is now being thoroughly 
renovated for the Army by the 
H.F. Campbell Company, and 
will become the new 
headquarters of the Salvation 
Army’s Social Service Onter. 


Brigadier Cecil C. Briggs 
who heads the center, said the 
refurbished building’s 350,000 
square feet will provide 
enough space for the Center to 
consolidate programs now 
being conducted in three 
buildings. 

He said that the present 
Men’s Social Service Center at 
West Lafayette and Brooklyn 
^ bcj I ss 

an urban renewal project. 

The remodeled warehouse, 
scheduled for completion in 
the spring, will be a 
combination of living quarters 


and recreation facilities for 
300 men, a new chapel, 
workshops for the repair of 
household discards and a new 
Red Shield store. 

Deane Baker, president of 
the H.F. Campbell Company, 
Detroit-based building firm 
which is doing the renovation 
project, said the building will 
provide the Salvation Army 
with modern facilities in a 
large, fireproof building that 
could not be duplicated today 
for the $3 million which the 
Army has allocated for the 
project.

Milliken may renounce pay hike

Michigan will allow Gov. William Milliken to 
renounce his $5,000 salary increase despite a legal 
wrinkle that could lead to a lawsuit to get it back. 

Atty. Gen. Frank J. Kelley’s office dusted off a 
1932 Michigan Supreme Court decision to fit the 
Milliken case. 

Assistant Atty. Gen. Russell A. Searl said the 
state can pay officials anything they choose below 
the maximum but they can sue in the court of 
claims within three years to get it back. 

Milliken renounced the increase from ^0,000 to 
$45,000 a year because of the state’s financial cirsis. 
Five legislators gave up their boost from $15,000 to 
$17,000 for six months and Rep. Earl E. Nelson (D- 
Lansing) stayed at the old rate for a full year . 

The Supreme Court last week in an unrelated case 


ruled that the state could not pay an employee more 
than it legally promised and the employee could not 
accept less. 

Milliken has asked Glenn S. Allen, his legal 
counsel to see if President Nixon’s Pay Board can 
block the $5,000 increase. William Hettiger, director 
of the department of administration, says it isn’t 
necessary. 

“It’s really a tempest in a teapot,” Heiitger said. 
“The attorney general’s office advises us that we 
can pay him at $40,000. 

* ‘We’re not going to force him to take the $5,000. 
There doesn 't seem to be any way we can force it 
upon him, even if we wanted to.” 

Searl said that any of the officials who gave up

“Later they 
changed their minds and they started a test case. 

“The court held that a public official’s s^ary is 
not a matter of contract and that any waiver in¬ 
volving it is invalid.” 

But as a “practical matter” Searl said “there’s no 
reason why we shouldn’t comply with” the wishes of 
public officials regarding their salaries.

One high priority item is the 
mass transportation package 
which wag introduced as the 
fall session got under way.

state treasury. Bills presently 
pending would legalize dog 
racing and off-track betting 
and offer a constitutional 
amendment for a state lottery. 

The lottery would have to be 
approved by voters since the 
state constitution presently 
prohibits it. However, it can 
be placed on the ballot by a 
two-tliirds vote of each house 
of the legislature. New 
Hampshire, New York and 
New Jersey already have 
state lotteries.' 

Both the House ahd Senate 
this year adopted resolutions 
to put the lottery question 
before voters. Minor 
differences in the two versions 
will have to be resolved before 
the matter is ready for a 
public vote, probably in the 
November, 1972 election. 

Supporters of the proposal 
estimate that the lottery could 
raise between $11 million and 
$25 million a year, to be 
divided between the state and 
local governmental units. 

A bill that passed in the 
House and is now in 
committee in the Senate would 
provide for the state licensing 
of off-track betting agencies. 
Initially there would be six 
agencies with a centralized 
computer coordination of bets 
and payoffs.

be a tax on each bet and each 
payoff. This revenue would be 
split between the state and the 
community where the agency 
is located. It is estimated that 
the system would raise 
between $30 million and $40 
million in new revenues. 

Pending in the Senate is a 
bill to extend pari-mutuel 
betting to quarterhorses and 
greyhounds. This would raise 
an estimated $25 million a 
year in new revenue for the 
state. 

The proposal would also 
restructure the State Racing 
Commission and increase the 
percentage take which the 
state receives now from bets 
on horse races. 

Similar types of proposals 
have been made in previous 
years, but because of the 
state’s need for additional 
revenue they are receiving 
more attention than usual in 
this session. 

A recent isur vey iJiowed that 
in the amount of taxes paid to 
state and local governments, 
Michigan residents stand 
close to the middle and are 
lower than in most other 
major industrial states. The 
study also showed a national 
trend toward higher state and 
local taxes. 

According to the survey, 
Americans paid an average of 
$427 in taxes to state and local 
governments. This was an 
increase of $47 from the 
previous year. 

The study, conducted by the 
cpmmerce clearing house of 
Chicago, noted that the per 
capita state-local tax burden 
increased in every state. 

It listed the average state- 
local tax payment of Michigan 
residents as $456. This ranked 
below such other industrial 
states as New York, 
California, Illinois, 
Massachusetts and 
Connecticut.

Holiday fare 
for diabetics 


These days, there is no need 
for the diabetiain the family 
to feel excluded when the clan 
gathers for / the traditional 
Thanksgiving turkey. His 
holiday meal will very likely 
look like a feast to the calorie¬ 
conscious who are trying to 
sticl^ to the latest weight- 
reducing diet. 

There is nothing to prevent a 
diabetic from enjoying a 
Thanksgiving dinner that is 
appetizing and satisfying and 
^ves him no cause to be 
jealous of the rest of the 
group. 

The following menu shows 
how he can eat well from 
appetizer through dessert with 
turkey and trimmings along 
the way. He will have his 
essential nutrients and have 
the whole meal within his diet 
prescription. The entire 
family will find these recipes a 
delicious complement to their 
festive meal: 

THANKSGIVING DAY 
DINNER MENU FOR THE 
DIABETIC - I 

1 cup consomme 
roast turkey (1 ounce 
cooked for each Meat 
Exchange allowed) 
bread stuffing (V 4 cup 
stuffing for each Bread 
Exchange allowed) 
green beans 
1 wedge of lettuce 
1-3 cup cranberry relish 
1 portion of pumpkin 
custard 

Cranberry Relish 

1 pound or 4 cups 
cranberries 
1 orange 

1 unpeeled apple 
Noncaloric sweetener to 
taste 

Grind all fruit together in a 
food chopper. Add the 
noncaloric sweetener in the 
amount desired. Mix well and 
chill. Serve with lettuce or 
watercress. (Serve 8; 40 
calories in one serving. Note 
to diabetics: 1 fruit exchange) 


Pumpkin Custard 
2 cups cooked or canned 
pumpkin 

2 eggs 

1 cup skim milk 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1 teaspoon ginger 
12 tablets saccharin (V 4 
grain) Dissolve in 1 
tablespoon of water.) 

Beat the eggs and combine 
with the saccharin. Add the 
milk and mix well. Add the 
spices and pour into an 8-inch 
pie pan. Bake in a moderate 
oven for 50 to 60 minutes. Test 
by inserting a knife near the 
edge. When it comes out clean 
the custard is finished. Cut 
into 6 equal portions when 
chilled. This custard will keep 
the pie-wedge shape without a 
crust. (Serves 6; 61 calories in 
one serving. Note to diabetics: 
1 B vegetable and meat 
exchange) 

For a change of pace, the 
diabetic and his family might 
have the following meal: 

^/z cup melon ball fruit cup 
(one Fruit Exchange) 
roast chicken 

mashed potatoes ( cup for 
each Bread Exchange 
allowed) 
brussel sprouts 
celery hearts 

1 portion cranberry whip 
with custard sauce 

Cranberry Whip 
with Custard Sauce 
l-^/z cups cranberries 
% cup water 

1 tablespoon plain gelatin 
V 4 cup cold water 

3 egg whites 

\-^/z teaspoon lemon juice 
6 saccharin tablets-V4 grain 
(Dissolve in 1 tablespoon 
water) 

Custard Sauce 
3 egg yolks 
1 cup milk 
V 4 teaspoon vanilla 
few grains salt 
3 tablets saccharin-V4 grain 
(Dissolve ciin 1 tablespoon 
water) 

Wash the cranberries and 
place in a saucepan covered 


with water. Bring to a boil and 
cover the pan, allowing the 
berries to cook slowly for 8 to 
10 minutes. Stir occasionally. 
When well cooked, remove 
from the stove and put 
through a sieve. Mix the 
gelatin with V 4 cup cold water 
and allow to swell ; dissolve by 
placing over hot water. Add 
the dissolved gelatin to the 
cranberry mixture. Mix well 
and chill. Beat egg whites 
until stiff. When the mixture of 
dissolved gelatin begins to 
thicken, add beaten egg 
whites. Add lemon juice and 
noncaloric sweetener as 
desired. Beat well with rotary 
egg beater. Divide into 6 equal 
portions and place in 
refrigerator to chill. 

To prepare the custard 
sauce proceed as follows: 
Combine the beaten egg yolks 
and salt. Scald milk and add 
slowly, stirring constantly. 
Cook in the top of a double 
boiler until the mixture coats 
the spoon. Add the vanilla and 
cool. Add dissolved saccharin 
and mix well. Divide the 6 
equal portions and pour over 
the cranberry whip when 
ready to serve. (Serves 6; 72 
calories in one serving. Note 
to diabetics: ^/z milk 
exchange, Vz fruit exchange 
and 1 meat exchange). 

Meals like these have two 
advantages for the diabetic; 
he has the same Thanksgiving 
fare, though not necessarily as 
much of it, as the rest of the 
family enjoys; in addition, he 
should leave the table feeling 
somewhat better than the 
others because he will not 
have overeaten.

PRIDE focuses on reading 


The PRIDE (Providing 
Reading Impetus through 
Developmental Experiences) 
Project, a Title III - E.S.E.A. 
program, will focus on 
preventing reading failure in 
disadvantaged children 
through the implementation of 
the Wayne County Pre- 
Reading Program. 

The Wayne County Pre- 
Reading Program is not a 
reading program; rather, it 
stresses providing children 
with developmental 
experiences which have been 
shown to correlate with future 
success or failure in a formal 
reading program. 

PRIDE' emphasizes a 
diagnostic and prescriptive 
approach for ^providing 
developmental experiences in 
the following areas: 

Auditory (discrimination 
and memory) 

Classifying 
Expressive language 
Haptic (kinesthetic and 
tactile) 

Motor (fine and gross) 
Spatial relations 
Visual (discrimination and 
memory) 

The PRIDE Project is a 
three-year program that will 
train teachers and 


paraprofessionals in the use of 
materials designed to prevent 
reading failure in the early 
grades. 

First-year program goals 
include: 1) training of 100 
Head Start teachers and aides 
in the techniques of 
diagnosing potential reading 
failure, 2) training 100 Head 
Start teachers and aides in the 
use of prescriptive teaching 
techniques, 3) implementing 
the Wayne County Preventing 
Reading Failure Program in 
participating Head Start 


programs, 4) alleviating 
identified weaknesses of Head 
Start pupils through 
prescriptive teaching 
techniques, and 5) 
disseminating this program in 
receiving kindergartens. 

During the second and third 
years of the project, program 
activities will be basically the 
same, concentrating on 
kindergarten and first grade 
teachers respectively. In 
addition, the Wayne (bounty 
Preventing Reading Failure 


Program will be extended to 
include local districts without 
Head Start programs. 

Ultimately, the goal is to 
have some staff in every local 
district in Wayne County 
trained in the use of the 
program. 

Participants in the first- 
year training program will 
include teachers and 
paraprofessionals from the 
Out Wayne County Head Start 
Program and the 


Archdiocesan Opportunity 
Program’s Head Start. 

Training sessions will be 
conducted by PRIDE’s Staff 
Development Specialists, 
Diana (Jeddes and Wesley 
Gamer. The director of the 
project is Walter Schumacher.

Kresge foundation grants 
$50,000 to Girl Scout Council 


The Kresge Foundation of 
Detroit has awarded a grant of 
$50,000 to the Huron Valley 
Girl Scout Council, it was 
announced Monday by Mrs. 
James A. Kennedy, president 
of the council. 

The grant is to be applied 
toward the purchase of new 
administrative office facilities 
for the council. 

The office of the Huron 
Valley Girl Scout Council has 


been located at 310 South 
Huron in Ypsilanti for 10 years 
According to Mrs. Kennedy, 
the number of Girl Scouts 
served by the council has 
nearly doubled in ten years 
from 6,000 girls to 12,000 girls. 

“We’ve simply outgrown 
our present office and need to 
find new facilities,” she said.

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School officials 
attend conference 


More than 140 school 
officials from around the state 
attended a Clue-in Conference 
last week at the Ramada Inn, 

Romulus, co-sponsored by the 
Wayne-Westland Community 
Schools (WWCS) and the 
Kettering Foundation. 

The WWCS is the only school 
district in Michigan to work as 
a facilitating agency for the 
Individually Guided 
Education (IGE) program. 

IGE is a program of in- 
service education developed 
by the Institute for the 
Development of Educational 
Activities, IDEA), an affiliate 
of the Charles F. Kettering 
Foundation of Ohio. 

Last week’s conference was 
designed to share knowledge 
gained through the working 
arrangement with IGE with 
other school districts in the 
state. Federal program 
coordinators and interm^iate 
school district superin¬ 
tendents were in attendance. 

IGE is an inservice program 
to train teachers how to better 
individualize education. 

Hie implement the IGE 
system , IDEA has designed an 
intensive training course of 
conferences, workshops, and 
audio-visual materials - all 
provided and coordinated by 
the curriculum division of the 

Inkster service

Wayne-Westland Community 
Schools. 

IGE provides an in¬ 
structional system in which 
each child is educated in¬ 
dividually, according to his 
own style of learning, his level 
of ability and what he can 
realistically be expected to 
learn. 

The IGE learning cycle 
would involve pre¬ 
assessment, design of a 
learning program for each 
child, implementation of the 
program and post¬ 
assessment. 

The IGE elementary school 
employs non-grading, team 
teaching, differentiated 
teaching, multi-age grouping 
and decentralized decision 
making education concepts. 

According to Kenneth 
Carlson, the IGE coordinator 
for WWCS, a model 
organizational plan for IGE 
has already been developed 
and tested by the University of 
Wisconsin. 

The IDEA model of IGE 
differs from the Wisconsin 
model in that individualizing 
is emphasized even more. 
Statewide plans for using the 
IGE model have already been 
developed in Wisconsin, 
Colorado and C^io, Carlson 
said.
